DEATH FOE ELOPING.

They Are Wonderfully Intelligent

"The lobster uiay be a cannibal, but 


he is no fool," said L. B Spencer, who 
has a more Intimate acquaintance with 
lobsters than auy other man at the 
aquarium. 
Colonel James E. Jones, 


superintendent of small parks, who 
has the aquarium among his charges, 
concurred In the sentiment. 


"Where the notion originated that 


lobsters don't know enough to get out 
of their own way Is more than I can 
tell, but It did not originate with men 
who had experience with lobsters. The 
lobster Is really clever. 


"Of course he does not look like It on 


the fish stand, where he lies all curled 
up, but any one who ever saw a lob- 
ster getting out of his shell and taking 
refuge In his house in the shelter of a 
rock would know that he has a mind. 
After he sheds his shell he knows he is 
fair game for anything that has claws 
and jaws, so he goes into retirement, 
lie docs not come out till he has grown 
a complete new shell. The lobster only 
changes his shell when he is growing. 
After he stops growing he gets along 
with the old oue. lie may grow to be 
any size from 2 pounds up to 30. 


"When he is ready to get out of his 


shell, he splits his armor across the 
back at the first joint of the carapace. 
That does not require cleverness so 
much as main strength, but what does 
require cleverness is to extract the 
flesh from the small limbs and from 
the claws; also to draw his eyes and j 
the stems ou which they are mounted I 
beck from the bouy eye case and stems ' 
of tho cast off armor. Aud the lobster 
does all this perfectly. 
When he 


leaves his shell behind aud steps out 
in his underclothes, he is perfect. If 
he had lost a claw or a feeler, he 
emerges minus claw or feeler, but is 
ready to make up by growing another. 
As to the stomach, he turns that Inside 
out and gets a new lining on It. 


"In the water the lobster Is as grace- 


ful as any fish that s\\ ims. In sudden 
alarm he gives oue flirt of his tail and 
shoots from 110. to 30 feet backward. 
He hits the mark unerringly—general- 
ly some hole In the rocks. A shadow 
ou the water will make him vanish. 
Ills extraordinary eyes have been spo- 
ken of. 
They aro mounted on lo'.ig 


stems, aud he can protrude them or 
draw them in. He can look backward 
or forward with them. They aro as 
powerful In proportion as the search- 
lights of a mau-o'-war. 


"The lobster is a cannibal, but he Is 


made so by his environment. Canni- 
balism is practiced by the most re- 
spectable fish and crustaceans, and the 
lobbter observes the fashion. 
If he 


sees another lobster lu his pyjamas 
after shedding his shell, he goes after 
him. But ho will be contented If he 
eats a couple of legs, which the other 
fellow can grow again with blight 
con venience. 


"The lofty mentality of the lobster 


Is further proved by the strength of 
his emotions. This is shown in love, 
war and the chase. Tho domestic af- 
fairs of the male lobster occupy but a 
small portion of his time, but the fe- 
male lobster goes Into the business of 
raising a family with energy. Some- 
times she lays as many as 13,000 or i ther. 
20,000 eggs. After the brood has hatch- 
ed she convoys the young lobsters 
about until they can look out for 
themselves. 


"Lobsters have fierce duels witl. 


each other, iu which they shed injur- 
ed parts iu order to stop the bleeding 
from them. They are good fighters for 
their size."—Exchange.

Odd Methods of Washing-- 


The hardest worked washerwomen in 


the world are the Koreans. They have 
to wash about a dozen dresses for their 
husbands, aud inasmuch as every man 
wears pantaloons or drawers so baggy 
that they come up to his neck like 
those of a clown, they have plenty to 
do. The washing is usually done in 
cold water and often 
in running 


streams. The clothes are pounded with 
paddles until they shine like a shirt 
front fresh from a Chinese laundry. 


The Chinese rip their garments apart 


for every washing, and they iron their 
clothes by spreading them on yi fiat 
board and leaning this up against the 
house to dry. The sun takes the wrin- 
kles out of. dry clothes, and some of 
them have quite a luster.

An Artificial Stiver Mine. 


In one corner of tho melting room aS 


the New.Orleans mint Is a large iron 
tank in which the newly cast silver 
bars are dropped, hissing, to cool off. 
At the end of a hard day's work tlie 
surface of the water shows a faint 
rainbow bued scum, like the metallic 
luster of stagnant pools, seen near a 
dyehouse. It comes !u part from mi- 
croscopic flakes of silver that have 
scaled off in the cooling. The water, 
when changed, runs down a pipe tLat 
terminates in the bottom of a cistern, 
which contains a layer of mud a couple 
of feet deep. As the water seeps up 
and through, the mud acts as a tiller 
nnd catches the particles of precious 
silver metal, so in time it becomes an 
artificial silver mine. Once every quar- 
ter tho stuff is scooped out and passed 
through a reduction process. The re- 
sult is a silver brick, worth maybe $50. 
—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

IMITATION JEWELS, 


PASTE DIAMONDS AND OTHER FALSE 


PRECIPUS STONES. 


ar Tm«e In the Alleged 


Ceui* Tfc«t Gle«JU and Glitter—Who 
Invented Them and "Where Thl« 
ClM» of Gl««Bwmr« I* Made. 


If the proverb' "All's not gold that 


glitters" were amended to read "All 
are not diamonds that glitter," it 
would be equally true and perhaps morr 
apt: for there's fully as much glitter 
about jewels, real and false, as there ia 
in gold and its imitations. It is by art- 
fully turning and twisting in the light 
his tastefully mounted bit of glass that 
the flimflam dealer in the goods of the 
famous Dazzlo Jewel company is able 
to catch the fancy and tempt the vanity 
of the gullible customer, who buys for 
20 cents an article which if it were 
what it purports to be would cost from 
$100 to $500. 


To be sure, there are people who 


purchase paste diamonds 
knowingly. 


Occasionally an actress who cannot af- 
ford such a luxury and whose admirers 
have not yet bestowed real diamonds 
upon her wears-paste on the stage. In 
this case she knows exactly what she is 
about in making her purchase. It has 
been asserted with some show of truth- 
fulness that actresses and singers who 
have amassed wealth and are the pos- 
sessors of genuine and valuable jewels 
have duplicates made which are imita- 
tions. The originals are worn only un- 
der 
circumstances where 
detection 


would be easy and where the danger of 
accidental loss is reduced to a mini- 
mum. 
But on the stage and under 


other conditions where there is more 
or less danger of carelessness or mis- 
chance the paste substitutes are used. 


It is even alleged that women in pri- 


vate life, harassed by fear of burglars 
and tired of having detectives follow 
them about on occasions when they 
wear precious stones 
whose 
value 


amounts to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, also resort to this device, secur- 
ing peace of mind by sending their real 
jewels to a safety deposit vault and 
wearing clever imitations at receptions, 
theaters and balls. 


To the jeweler the word "paste" 


means glass. Sometimes one hears this 
material 
called 
"whitestone" 
or 


"strass," but these are terma employed 
by the trade alone and not in talking' 
with a customer 
They apply only to 


imitations of diamonds. The business 
of making jewels is at least two cen- 
turies old. Some of the accounts of the 
invention of strass say that it win 
known in Strassburg as long ago as 
1680 
One authority attributes 
tl:« 


name to the city where it first made its 
appearance and another to the man 
who devised it. Josef Strasser 
The 


word "rhinestone'' is also employed to 
describe the same article and is an al- 
lusion to the gre;»t stream on which the 
paste diamond uwide its debut 
How- 


ever, "rhinestone" is applied to large 
specimens, such as are suitable for 
clasps and buckles, and are so enor 
mous that no one could possibly tnis- 
fcake them 
for diamonds, 
whereas 


"paste" is used to designate an imita- 
tion jewel, of abcvrt the same composi- 
tion as the rhiuestone. but small enough 
to look like a real stone. 


A number of formulae have been de- 


vised in order to produce a glass of the 
right hardness, brilliancy and purity 
The Jewelers' Circular recently gave ;i 
number of them and remarked at the 
name time that for a century or more 
no book on glass was considered com- 
plete without a chapter on imitation 
jewels. Even for making "paste" thwe 
is a variety of methods and mixtures, 
and to produce good likenesses of rnliieh. 
emeralds, amethysts and other coioied 
stones the composition must be different 
from any of these. 


To a certain extent the jewelry trade 


recognizes this industry as legitimate. 
That is to say. there are dealers m 
Maiden lane who unhesitatingly adver- 
tise "real and imitation stones."

you go in avid ask to see stock, you jire 
asked without hesitation or' disguise 
whether you want to examine the real 
article or an imitation. 


Moreover, there are numerous houses, 


notably in Providence and Attleboio. 
which manufacture earrings, finger 
rings, shirt studs, brooches, belts, buc- 
kles, clasps and other articles in various 
grades of gold and set with imitation 
jewela None of the latter are made in 
America. They are all imported. But 
the mounting is done here and without 
apparent intent to deceive, at least so 
far as the manufacturer is concerned 
The retailer who buys from him is not. 
fooled. He goes into the transaction 
with his eyes open. Perhaps for adver- 
tising purposes the manufacturer gives 
to his glass diamond a fancy name, like 
"The Dewey Brilliant," "The Evening- 
Star," "The Cigarette," "The Melba' 
or "The Kimberley," but he does not 
lie about its character. 


Most of the cheaper imitations como 


from a country famous for its other 
glassware, Bohemia. 
But the better 


ones are made in the Jura region of 
France, not very far from the birth- 
place oJ strass. The less expensive imi- 
tations are molded, like "pressed" glass 
tumblers or dishes. The more costly are 
cut, and the,, quality of the cutting 
counts for almost as much with the 
importer as color and luster, Imitations 
that cost from 10 cents to $2 apiece 
look to the uninitiated like jewels which 
would cost from f 75 to $500, but their 
nature is easily detected by an expert, 
who has many'testa at hia disposal. 


Whatever may be said in regard to 


the "legitimate1' tr^de in imitation 
3 ewela, ir ia to b», f tared that an enor 
mous business is done in them by un 
•crapulous dealers. Such goods are often 
•old to persons who imagine that they 
are buying real diamond* Some of the 
misrepresentations indulged1 in are tech 
nlcally legal, bat in instances one can 
discover cam th«t clearly come within 
the limits of "obtaining money nnder

humble units that, taken in the bulk, 
constitute what is called a "great pow- 
er." have neither the time nor the in- 
clination to overhaul their opinions. 
They are not assailed by doubts as to 
whether the intellectual coffee which 
they have at odd moments imbibed 
may not have been mostly chicory. 
Such a state of mind unquestionably 
makes more happiness, and although 
such happiness may boar rather too 
much resemblance to that of, say, the 
cow it is none the less real for all that. 


Twilight is at its shortest at the 


equator and increased with the latitude 
—at the equinoxes—at about the same 
rate as that at which the meridians de- 
crease their distance from one another 
The increase is, therefore, very slow in 
low latitudes and very rapid near the 
poles. 


Practical or civil twilight ie the time 


which-elapses between the moment of 
the sun's setting and the moment when 
he ia seven degrees of u great circle be- 
low the horizon. At the equator this 
time cannot, of course, be leys than 28 
minutes. At the edges of the tropic 
zone it is about 81 minutes. 


A person with good eyesight will, 


should he care to make the experiment, 
find that when at s< a and on or near 
the equator he is able to read average 
type on deck for nt least 28 minutes 
atter tho sun has set without the aid of 
artificial light and when there ia no 
moonlight. 


This is the common sense experiment 


of which the duration is considerably 
longer than the practical, and even :it 
the equator something like 70 minutes 
will elapse before night holds undis- 
puted sway. This is the length of tho 
true, the astronomical twilipbt. 


It is at or near the equinoxes that the 


phenomenon under consideration is at 
its shortest all over the globe. At those 
periods it lasts at Honolulu 30 minutes; 
at San Francisco, 3o; at London, 45; 
at St. Petersburg, 57; at the Arctic and 
Antarctic circles, 72, and ut the poles, 
18 days. When, then, we say that the 
poles have six mouths' light and six 
months' darkness, it is little mere than 
a facon de parler. 


The north pole has no less than 222 


days of practical daylight each year, the 
south pole 210 days, and tha equator 
197 days. Nansen, when in high north- 
ern latitudes, was able to read The 
Verdensgang many days before the 
longed for sunrise following the Ion 
winter night. The great length of the 
twilight in polar regions is a boon in- 
deed to explorers. The popular imagina- 
tion usually attaches itself to the great 
cold they have to endure, but the real 
enemy is the long darkness, which it 
trying to the enthusiasm of even a 
Nansen, Peary or a Jackson. 


There is practically no difference in 


the length of the twilight at the equa- 
tor at the equinoxes and solstices. Even 
at Honolulu it will not vary by more 
than a couple of minutes. But in the 
higher latitudes the varying duration 
is very marked. In latitude 59J^ de-

solstice it lasts from sunset till sunrise— 
that is to say, from 9:10 o'clock til! 
2:50, or five hours and 40 minutes. 


North or south of 83 degrees practical 


twilight lasts all "night" at the equi 
noxe. 
The sun is, it is true, only 12 


hours above the horizon, but as he can 
not go more than 7 degrees below i 
there is continual daylight for the 2- 
hours. In such cities as Stockholm and 
St. Petersburg there are close on to 1 
hours of daylight at those seasons when 
day and night are said to be equal, and 
at the equator itself the day all the 
year round is made of 13 hours' daylight 
and 11 hours' darkness. It must not be 
forgotten that in those latitudes where 
the sun remains for months below the 
horizon there is during that period a 
good deal of daylight, so that along the 
eightieth parallel north (a little north 
of which the Jackson-Harmsworth ex- 
pedition spent three consecutive years 
in the Franz Joaef islands), although 
the sun does not rise between Oct. 19 
and Feb. 22, there ia a period of three> 
weeks following the final sunset and 
another of the same length preceding 
the first sunrise of the year, on each 
day of which good type can be read for 
a few minutes up to some hours with- 
out artificial light.—San Francisco Call. 


A ThrlHU« Incident of On« Attack 


•t Nlvht. 


The following incident of the great 


civil war was related by the late Presi- 
dent R. B. Hayes while en route from 
Chicago to Indianapolis in the fall of 
1870: 


"I have frequently been asked," said 


General Hayes, "to tell the most thrill- 
ing experience that occurred to me dur- 
ing the four years in the volunteer 
army. It was in 1804 that the Army 
of West Virginia tried to capture 
Lynchburg, Va , but General Lee rap- 
idly sent a heavy force to drive us back, 
and it was thought best to fall Itack to 
the Kanawha valley, where food and 
clothing could be had, and then go by 
the railways to Winchester again. 


"General Jubul Early's army was 


pressing our forces at every point, and 
I was ordered by General George Crook, 
who commanded the division, to check 
the enemy until our wagon trains and 
artillery could get out of the way. A 
gap was chosen in the mountains, two 
or three regiments were ordered to 
build a barricade across the road in tin- 
gap, one regiment was sent up the 
mountain on the right and another on 
the left of the gap to protect the flanks 
These regiments selected were as accur 
ate in firing as riflemen could be. 


"It was dark by the time all these 


preparations could be made. General 
Crook was careful to give his instruc- 
tion that the point must be held until 
tho artillery and long wagon trains 
were beyond the reach of Early. Dark- 
ness, stillness and the mountains envel- 
oped us. Finally an order came to 
march, to follow the army. General 
Russel Hastings, my aid, was sent up 
the mountain on one side to direct the 
regiment to come down and take tho 
pike in the rear of the brigade and 
march rapidly after the artillery. 


"Another of my staff, Major William 


McKinley was ordered to go up the 
mountain on the other side and direct 


regiment tc come down carefullj 
take the road in the rear of tho 


breastworks. The duty was PO perilous 
and of such great importance that the 
nstructions were repeatedly given with 
:he greatest care not to come down tlie 
mountain in front of the barricade, as 
n the darkness our men would fire into 
them. Colonel Devol, who commanded 
he men behind the breastworks, ftilly 
understood the situation. 
It Deemed 


hours while wo were waiting for the 
two regiments to come down the moun- 
tain. 


"I was walking from my horse to the 


line of men lying down with gnus rest- 
ing across the pike. All at once tho 
clear, ringing command of Colonel V)e- 
vol waa heard. 'Ready 1 Aim!1 A thou- 
sand thoughts rushed upon me I Our 
men were coming down the mountain, 
and in the darknesa were marching in 
front of the barricade. 
1 tried to cry 


out to Colonel Devol: 'They are our men 
—don't firet' 1 rushed towaid him and 
the line, ready to grab him and the men 
who were, ready to fire. My soul wus 
on fire. I was too choked to cry out 
'Onruieu! Our men! Dos't fire! Don't 
firel' but I'was too late. Dcopl gave the 
order 'Fire!' and one vast volldy of guiia 
roared out in the darkness. Groans and 
cries and curses followed. 


"I jumped over the barricade, shout- 


ing to our men, loading their guns 
'Those are our men; don't fire!' But 
Colonel Devol and his men tried tospiiK 
me, saying- 'They are rebels, colours 
do not go over the breastworks ' I hurl- 
ed them off and seized, the first wound- 
ed or dead man, yelling: 'To what regi- 
ment do you belong V No answer. 1 
grabbed another by the neck, turned 
tiiii over and shouted. 
'What regi 


ment?' The road was full of them, and 
the man was wounded, but faintly an- 
swered, '—th Virginia; Early's army! 
Our men had come down the mountain 
nnder the guidance of Hastings and 
McKinley and gone on after the army. 


"Early's army had left us and gons, 


toward Staunton, but the stragglers of 
hia army had taken the wrong road nud 
followed us. Some of them weio killed 
and wounded, but I learned afterward 
that it was a severe lesson, their men 
not keeping up with the column; "it 
was valuable to us, in showing tbe dan- 
ger of moving soldiers at night"- -Chi- 
cago Tribune.
